WASHINGTON, July 11.—Tomorrow is “dis- 
trict day” in the house. The committee on 
the District of Columbia has a number of local 
measures awaiting action, but it is probable it 
may yield sufficient time to allow considera- 
tion of the fortifications appropriation bill— 
the only appropriation pill not yet passed by 
Poster! Saturday's order, the Morrison sur- 
ples resolution will be called up Tuesday. 
The action of the appropriation committee on 
the amendments made by the senate to the 
jegislative bill is awaiting consideration by the 
house, and the subject is likely to be taken 
pp about the middle of the week. The bill 
for the new naval establishment will be called 
up for action, if opportunity affords, towards 
the end of the week. if there should remain 
a few nours after the disposal of the measure 
above mentioned, several committees 
stand ready to call up bills for 
which special orders have been made, includ- 
ing the Pacific railroad funding bill, the inter- 
state commerce bil], aud the land grent for- 
feiture bill. The river and harbor bill remains 
as st the beginning of last week, tae unfinished 
business of the senate. Senator Mé Millen, 
who bas itin charge, expresses the hope that 
it will be passed to-morrow, but no attem pt wiil 
be made to cut short the debate upon it. He 
admits the possibility that the Mississippi river 
feature (not yet reached) may keep the meas- 
wre before the senate two or three days 
longer. There is an understanding that the 
naval appropriation bill and the oleomar- 

rino bill shall follow the river and harbor 
bil]. and these are likely to consume the week. 
The eundry civil appropriation bill will prob- 
ably be reported to the senate Monday or 
Tuesday, but will hardly be called up uatil 
next week. The executive calendar has sixty 
ot seventy “unobjected” cases, and nearly @ 
dozen which are reported adversely. It is 

roposed to devote.an early day to the latter, 
But the day has not yet been fixed. 


RELIGION GONE WILD. 
Held By a 


Revival Meetings 
Trance Evangelist. 


Manion, Ind., July 11—Flinn’s grove, a 
mile west of this place, has been the scene of 
thrilling spectacles, stirring incidents and cem- 
siderable excitement the past week. .The oc- 
casion of this isa series of revival meetings, 
conducted by Mrs. Mary Mershon, of Pendle- 
ton, Ind. Mrs. Mershon is a disciple and con- 
vert of Mrs. Woodworth, the noted trance 
eyangelist, whose peculiar methods have for 
the pact two years been the theme of wiie- 
spread interest and speculation, The lady 
who is conducting the meetings at this place 
wes converted two years ago, and was at once 
called to become an evangelist. Although an 
invalid, she obeyed thecal], and today isa 
strong, vigorous and energetic woman. She is 
about sixty years old, has a broad forehead, 
black bair and eyes, and is of medium height, 
She has a pleasing and commanding presence 
and graceful bearing. Her theology is of the 
heroic order, withont any taint of mugwump- 
ry. Herreasoning is not powerfal, nor her 
logic faultless, but ber powers of persuasion 
sre great, her earnestness convincing and her 
sincerity beyond question. The meetings 
were commenced on Saturday, the 5th of 
Juve, but for a time they dragged. The evan- 
gelist says she never conducted a meeting 
where she contended with greater difficulties 
at the start, or where the indications gave as 
little premise of success. It was next to im- 
posible to secure a tent, The attendance was 
light and the interest seemingly dead. 

She was not discouraged. Her faith ap- 
pearei to be of that quality which will re- 
move mountains. The plain, unpretentious 
and eloquent preaching had its effect. The 
aitendance increased. Her enthusiasm took 
hold of her hearers. The fame and report o 
the wild scenes enacted spread among the peo- 
ple and theattendance and interest were fur- 
ther magnified and multiplied. Last Sunday 
Witnessed the largest attendance up to date. 
The young converts are most enthusiastic and 
demonstrative. They crowd the space set 
apart for seekers after divine favor, and with 
singing, shouting, shrieking and praying, 
gradually work themselves into a wild frenzy. 
Their bands are uplifted and their faces are 
turned upward. Some shoutand yell in the 
exuberance of their ecstacy; others plead, im- 

lore, and cry for the rolling away of their 

urdevs. The spactacle at times is wild, weird 
snd unearthly. The most nervous and excita- 
ble soon succumb and go “ander the power.” 
They are stretched out in every corner and in 
every attitude. They become rigid, and their 
wide-open, staring eyes havea deathlike and 
ubearthly expression, as though gazing upon 
écenes bot presented to the eyes of mortals. 

Sunday vight witnessed the wildest and 
most extravagant scenes yet enacted. Such 
shouting, such jumping, such hallelujahs, sach 
delightful, promiscuous, and abandoned hug- 
ging of brothers and sisters in the Lord pre- 
eented a scene the like of which has never be- 
fore been witnessed in this country. It wasa 
wild, unrestrained saturnalia of unbridled 
passion and emotion. The converts who were 
stricken down ‘by the hand of Goa” prior to 
their conversion relate wonderfal tales of be- 
ibg suspended by a hair over the pit of hell,

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OLD CAROLINA FAMILIES." 


fome Account of them—Why They are Sel- 
dom Heard Of at the Present Day. 

Sumter, 8. 0., July 11.—[{Special.]—South 
Carolina is emphatically what , mae Parton 
scomewhere calls her “a state of great families.” 
She has bad families,‘which, like the Adamses 
of Massachu the Livingstons of New 
L of Delaware, and the 
of Virginia, are known throughout the length 
arid breadth of the United States. In aeseadiion 
to her population and area there is not a 
state in the American union which has had 
more “old families” than South Carolina. The 
intelligent and otserving reader of the papers 
will doubtless be struck with surprise to-see 
how comparatively few of these “old families”’ 
are at all prominent in the Carolina of today 
—many of them appear to have retired utter- 
ly from view and their names are linked with 
a past as dead as the one which listened to the 
eloquence of Burke or Fox. | 

Take the Middleton family. To read a 
sketch of them almost seems as if we were 
reading of some nobie family in Eugland, 
They bad their “family seat’ on the banks of 
the Ashley river. Ten years after the colony 
was settled Edward Middleton was a promi- 
nent citizen of it—a colonial governor was.a 
Middileton--a “signer of the Declaration of 
Independence” was a Middicton and since the 
revolution South Carolina has pumbered 
among ber governors a Middleton and yet to- 
day when does the name ever occur in print? 
The Loundes family—Rawlins Loundes was 
one of the shining lights of the revolutionary 
struggle. So opposed was he to the federal 
constitation that on one occasien he declared 
that he wanted this to be his epitaph. “Here 
lies one who opposed the federal constitution, 
holding it to be fatal to § the 
liberties of his country.” William J. Loundes 
was sirongly spoken of for president, and he 
it was who gave utterance to that noble senti- 
ment—the presidency ought neither to be 
ecught nor declined. There were the Haynes 
--Colonel Isaac Hayne, the celebrated “‘mar- 
tyr’ ot the revolution, Isaac W. Hayne, who 
for nearly, twenty years held the position of at- 
torney gederal of South Carolina, and Robert 
Y. Hayne, the eloquent governor who distin- 
guisbed himself so in the United States senate 
by his debate with Webster. The last mem- 
ber of this gifted family, who is a prominent 
man today--an honor to his family and the 
south—was the late sweet poet, Paul H. 
Hayne; but he did not live in the common- 
wealth of his ancestors—no, the yellow wa- 
ters of the Savannah flow between him and 
Carolina, Eighty-six years -ago the name of 
General Charles Cotesworth Pinckney was in 
everybody’s mouth, for he was a candidate 
for the presidency, on the federal ticket. It 
was this same statesman who made that ring- 
ing reply to Talleyrand: “Millions for de- 
fenee, sir, but not a cent for tribute.” Thomas 
Pinckney, a brother of Charles Cotesworth, 
vas alsoaman of great prominence and a 
governor of the state. Charles Piackney, an- 
other member of this distinguished family, 
was governor of South Carolina four times. 
Besides the above, where today are the ful- 


lowing other distinguished families: The 
Alistens, the Barnwells, the Buils, the 
Calhouns, the De Saussaes, the Draytons, 


the Gadsdens, the Giemkes,the Hamiltons, 
the Hey wards, the Hugers, the Laurenses, the 
Pickenses, the Sumters, and others? True, 
some of the above mentioned families may be 
all dead, butall of them are not. Allof our 
old fxmilies have not retired to the back 
ground, for instance our two distinguished 
United States senators, Wade Hampton and 
M. C. Butler, come from families which have 
been prominent in South Carolina from the 
revolutionary times. They are, however, ex- 
ceptions to the general rule. A large number 
of the preminent men in the state today are 
uv en whose families were not among the prom- 
inent or old families before the confederate 
war. Even two of our leading editors are not 
only not from old families, but they are not 
Carclinians. I allude to Captain I’. W. Daw- 
son, of the Charleston News and Courier, and 
A. B. Williams, of the Greenville News. The 
former isason of “merrie England,” and the 
latter hails from Virginia. 

Why have most of our old families become 
so auiet? The answer iseasily given. Be- 
fore the war they were people of extensive 
means and elegant leisure. The war was a 
rude shock to them. It swept away their 
property, and after the war was closed, they 
were dezed by the great change which had 
come over the country; few of them could ac- 
custom themselves tothe new and confused 
state of affairs, for they had been brought up 
under an entirely different order of things. 
Many of the old families will probably come to 
the front again. They will be represented by 
the younger generation, which, growing up 
since the war, will take things as they are, 
potas they were. The younger generations 
will doubtless often marry among the families 
who have become prominent since the war, 
and while they will continue to be recognized 
as belonging to “old families,” they will be 
identified entirely with the “new,” instead of 
the “old south.”

THROUGA THE RAPIDS. 


The Foolhardy Feat of C. D. Graham at 
Niagara. 

BuFrFFALo, July 11.—Today C.D. Graham 
successfully accomplished the feat of swim- 
ming the whirlpool rapids at Niagara, in 
which Captain Webb lost his life. The trip 
was made in a peculiar shaped cask, manufac- 
tured by Graham, and which was placed in 
the river on the American side, just below the 
falle. When everything was in readiness,Gra- 
bam got into the barrel and closed the man- 
hole at the top from within. At this point of the 
river the current is very slight. A smail boat 
towed the tank out into the river to a 
point where the current would catch it, and 
then Grabam was started on what might have 
turned out to be his trip to eternity. The 
towing process took only a few minutes and 
then the stream caught the cask and started 
iton towardsthe rapids and the whirlpool. 
At first it moved slowly along, then faster 
and fester, until the mad current dashed it 
on with its full force. The cask bounded up 
end down over the great waves, and several 
times turned a complete somersault, bat 
generally speaking, the wider portion re- 
mained uppermost, although ittwirled around 
like a top. The cask kept pretty 
wel] in the center of the river, until it 
reached the whirlpool, when it struck the 
strong side current, and was carried swiftly 
down, reaching the waters beyond in safety. 
From here the journey was comparatively 
quiet, The cask floated on towards Lewisten, 
right side up, and all danger was passed. It 
was picked up at Lewiston, about five milos 
below the starting point, and Graham crawled 
out of the barrel uninjured, with the excep- 
tion of a slight bruiee on one arm, which he 
yeceived when passing through the whirlpool. 
He remarked: “WhenI struck the eddics it 
wae one continual round of jerks, but | am 
rot hurt a bit.”

MINISTRY. 


fo Suggests a Series of Local Government Bille tor 
Ireland, 


Bootiand and Indie—Lebouchere Has 
no Faithin Ooalition—Turkey and the 
Batoum Affair-Foreign Affairs. 


Loxpon, July 11.—Lord Salisbury has 
made overtures to Lord Hartington for the 
formation of a coalition ministry, whose pro- 
gremme shall include a local government bill 
for England, Scotland and Ireland; a laborers 
allotment bill empoweriug rural laborers to 
acguire small holdings; the reform and ex- 
tension of the artisan’s dwelling act, includ- 
ing the dwellings of farm laborers; a measure 
for the cheaper transfer of land and the ap- 
pointment of a select committee to inquire 
into the administration of the government in 
India, with a view of giving natives increased 
control. If Lord Hartington assents to the 
formation of the coalition ministry the cabi- 
net will include Mr. Goschen, Sir Henry 
James and the Dukco of Argyle, hut not Mr, 
Chamber lain.

All the morning newspapers, even the 
Deily News, rejoice that Lord Htarington 
has been re-elected to parliament. 

The annivereary of the battle of the Boyne 
was ushered in at midnight in Belfast, by the 
pealing of bells and the playing of drums and 
fifes by the Orangemen. The streets are dec- 
orated with flags and arches. The day prom- 
ises to be celebrated with unusual enthusi- 


asm. 

Of the 95 seats remaining to be contested, 
51 were tormerly held by the Gladstonians, 
19 by the conservatives, 12 by the unionists 
and 13 by the Parnellites, 

LABOUCHERE ON COALITION. 

Labeuchere, in an interview today, said: 

“T am confident that Gladstone will resign, 
and the conservatives will take office, but any 
coalition between the tories and the unionists 
cannot last twenty minutes. Chamberlain 
and his party do not ceunt. Chamberlain and 
Cain are the only two worth considering. 
The liberal defeat arises from Gladatone’s 
failure to make the land bill clear, 
the radicals, not seeing the force of buying 
out the landlords. The cry: “Three 
acres and acow’ has not done any = 
would have been better to have talked of ‘half 
an acre and acalf.’ The laborer would better 
understand that. Ido not think the tories 
will adopt a home rule policy. It is mot to their 
interest to settle the Irish question, but rather 
to keep it open. The tories used Chamberlain 
nicely, but he does not see it. They will 
throw him over when it euits their purpose.” 

It will be a long time before the Irish ques- 
tion is settled. It cannot possibly be settled 
by the next parliament. The counties know 
nothing of the question. When they, have been 
educated Gladstone will win hands 
down. This will be the great work 
of the radicalsin the immediate future. 


The Batoum Affair. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 11.—The Warious 
Turkish diplomatic representatives abroad, 
have been ordered to ascertain the views of 
the powers in regard to the Batoum affair. A 
portion of the ministry maintain that Turkey 
is entitled t summon the aid of England by 
virtue of the Cyprus convention, on the ground 
thatthe action of Russia threatens the sultan’s 
Asiatic territory. The porte has paid Russia a 
further sum of 50,000 pounds towards the liqui- 
dation of the warindemnity. Turkey has au- 
thorized the full passage of the Dardanelles by 
Bussian torpedo boats on theiy way to Odessa. 
Large orders for torpedo boats are being given 
out by the porte. . 

The Cholera in Italy. 

Rome, July 11.—The cholera returns for to- 
Gay are: Brindisi, 103 new cases, forty-nine 
Ceaths; Latino, twenty-eight new cases, eight 
deaths, San Vito, fifteen new cases, three 
deaths; Fontana, fifty-two new cases, thirty- 
three deaths; Codigora, twelve new coses, five 
deaths; Venice, six new cases, two deaths.

THE TROUBLES OF A BISHOP.| 
His Fair Parishioners Asserting Their 
Rights. 


RICHMOND, Jaly 11.~Bishop Keane, of this 
city, bas not yet seen the last of the troubles 
arising outof thedeparture made from Catho- 
lic church customs, in allowing ex-President 
Tyler’s daughter to be married to a Protest- 
antinthe church. A few days ago a young 
Catholic girl who works in a cigarette fac- 
tory, applied to the bishop to make a similar 
departure in her case. Herefused. She and 
her friends got angry, accused the prelate of 
toadyism, and threatened to bring the matter 
before the courts. Within a month after 
Miss Tyler’s marriage he had 
three cases to deal with. One of these 
excited very general interest on account of the 
prominence of the yonng Jaty. She belonged 
to the oldest family in the Cathedral parish. 
Her betrothed was a young man well known 
in society aud was a member of the First 
Baptist church. Application was made to the 
bishop to marry them inthe church. He re- 
fused, and at once there was a hubbub of ex- 
citement, since it was well known that the 
ycung lady’s friends would not let the matter 
drop with a refusal. The bishop explained 
publicly that the church could not sanctien 
mixed marriages with a ceremonial at the 
aliar, and that the only exception 
to the rnle be had ever made was inthe case 
of Miss Tyler. This wasallowable, he said, 
because the church hadin all ages granted 
certain privileges to rulers and their families. 
He then cited instances to show that he had 
followed the law of the church regarding the 
marriage ceremonial and that the case of Miss 
Tyler was an entirely exceptional one, No- 
body seemed to be satisfied with the explana- 
tion. Stillthe young lady and her friends 
yiclded rather than cause a public scandal by 
going into a legal war with their bishop. 


Thurman Out of Politics, 


Crscrnnati, July 11—Allen W. Thurman, 
son of ex Senator Thurman, is in the city and 
said to a reporter that therewas no truth in 
ihe report that his father had been offered the 
attorney-generalship. “He would not accept

He will soon 
retire from professional business also, In 
September he appears in the telephone case, 
and there sre two or three other cases he is 
interested in, but he will soon close them up 
and be will not take any new cases,”

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CRIME IN NEW YORK. 


A CHAPTER OF THE REVELATIONS 
MADE. 


Deooying Young Girls into Lives of Shame—Lawyer 
Gerry's Gelf-Imposed Task—Hunting Down 
the Traeffickersin Innocence—Some of 
Views and the Work Accomplished, 


New York, July 11.--({Special.]}—Mr, El- 
bridge T. Gerry isa millionaire, By birth and 
through marrige he is connected with the 
fashionable and luxurious lifeof New York. 
He is a lawyer by profession, and fora time 
he practiced it assiduously. Bat when he felt 
like taking up a philanthropic work, to the 
exclusion of selfish pursuits, his great fortune 
enabled him to doso. The cause that he es- 
poused was the protection of children from 
maltreatment, That was eleven years ago. 

Mr. Gerry has just gained a sweeping victo- 
ry against men in New York who are guilty 
of the practices so shockingly exploited in 


London. He induced the legislature to pass 


an act construing the seduction of a child, no 
matter ifshe does consent,as an abduction, 
punishable by imprisonment for five years or 
lese, Governor Hill has signed it, and the law 
is now in shape to be used against the scoun- 
crels for whom it is meant. 

“l eculd talk on this subject for fivo 
and then only reach the beginning,” said Mr. 
Gerry. “Let me give yona brief resume of 
the legislation bearing on the subject. Years 
ago the law of New York, as well as nearly 
every other statein the union, made ita 
crime, pupishable with death, to violate the 
person of a girl under ten. ‘Consent’, so 
called, bad nothing to do with it, the law pre- 
suming thatachildof such teader years was 
incapable of the knowledge necessary to con- 
sent to herownruin. At the present time the 
punishment for the offense is limited to twenty 
years imprisonment. We have tried in vain 
a the age of the child raised to the limit 
of thirteen years, but have not as yet succeeded, 
We have, however, accomplished a great ad- 
vance, as I ehall show you. The crime of 
rayeé, as you must know, presupposes re- 
sistance and unwillingness on the 
part of the victim. If the woman is a willing 
party to the act the enormity of the crime is 
greatly Jessened, and the penalty correspond- 
ingly. Formerly, any girl over the age of ten, 
by consenting to her seducer, absolved him 
from the charge and consequences of rape, no 
natter how much he might have presumed 
upon her ignorance and. confidence. Step by 
step, for we have had to move very cautiously 
in the matter, as legislators are conservative, 
we bave brought about such modifications in 
the penal code that now whoever is guilty of 


ears 


seducing a girl who is under the 
age of sixteen, is guilty of abdiuc- 
tion and liable to imprisonment for a 


term not exceeding five years. The distinc- 
tion here made 1s an im portant one; the crime 
of rape still remains in all its heinous enor- 
mity; but he who hastaken advantage of a 
child under sixteen cannot now plead in abso- 
lute mitigation of the offense that his victim 
consented. Consent makes him guilty of ab- 
ducticn and liable to punishment accordingly. 

“The change in the code is not based upon 
the considerations of sentiments, This organ- 
ization has endeavored to make the most thor- 
cough investigation into the general subject, 
and in this effort we havehad the voluntary 
co-operation of the highest medical authorities 
in the land. The independent and combined 


_ research of these gentlemen has shown 


the shadow of scientific doubt that girls should 
be insured the strongest possible protection of 
law until they reach the age ofsixteen. Iam 
speaking now wholly of the physica!, material 
effects, casting aside a moment any thought of 
the moral side of the subject. I will not at- 
tempt to delivera hygiene or anatomical de- 
moustration of thisdictum, but will merely 
assert that such is a fact, the conclusion of ex- 
pert and scientific study. I willadd, however, 
tbatthis conclusionis re-enforced in a most 
striking way by the experience of this society. 
We find the children who are forced 
cr led astray below the age of sixteen can 
usually be saved from the most horrible con- 
sequences of their error; but if a girl passes 
the sixteenth limit and then falls, it becomes 
a hopeless case, Dear me, dearme! I think I 
ought to know. I have tried so mauy tinies 
to redeem girls who had been led into vice 
after they had passed their sixteenth birthday; 
so many times has it seemed as if our efforts 
bad been crowned with success, only to find 
that the unfortunate creature had slipped 
back into her bad ways. I cannot recall a 
single case where final reform has been ac- 
complished under this condition, but there are 
a great many instances in our records of 
successful work with children who had suf- 
fered seduction before reaching tie age of 
sixteen.” 
SOME OF MR. GERRY’S WORK. 

The dealers in little girls are hardly ever 

ersonps engaged openly in a career of vice. 

hey carry on their iofamous traffic under 
the cover of some legitimate business. Com- 
monly they try to make it appear to their 
customers that the girls are on their premises 
as employes in some legitimate work—that 
the corruption is incidental and exclusive. 
Several cases unexaggerated from the experi- 
ence of Mr. Gerry’s society jwill illustrate 
the point meant. There used to be an inno- 
cent looking cigar store at 46 Delansey street. 
Mr. Gerry became satisfied that all was not 


right there. His officers were put 
on the track by men who lived 
near by, and who claimed that they 


had seen criminal acts in the cigar store from 
their window. But when the officer tried to 
see for himself, from the same windows, he 
found thrt it was impossible to witness any- 
thing that was going on in the store. It be- 
came apparent thatthe informers had taken 
their observations from inside, and were 
ashamed toconfessit. They had invented 
the window evidence’ It took two months of 
pereistent work, but he got it. The proprie-

Major Ezeil is very sanguine, and being a 
man of irrepressible disposition, he will hard- 
ly rest until the project is a success or totally 
abandoned. No half way measures for him. 

The writer has ever been impressed with 
the idea of an air-line road from Macon to Val- 
dosta, by way of Perry or its immediate vicin- 
ity, through Houston and Dooly to Vienna, 
and thence by way of Tipton to the growing 
city of Vaidosta. This will render possible a 
grand through line route from the mountains 
to Tampa bay, and from the  granaries 
ofthe west to the orange groves of the south, 
amd the coffee plantations beyond the salt 
water. A glance at the map will show how 
direct the route is, and to one who knows of 
the vast and undeveloped resources that lie 
aleng the line, it is a surprise that the gap has 
not been filied before.

Henry IV., at Montpelier, estab- 
lished gardens of bewitching beaaty and 
Iuxuriance, gatheringgeinto them Alpine, 
Pyrenean snd French’ plants. One of the 
sweetest spots on earth was the garden of Shen- 
stone, the poet. His writings have made but 
little impression on the world, but his garden, 
“The Leasowes,” will be immortal. To the 
patural advantage of that place was brought 
the perfection of art. Arbor, and terrace, and 
siope, and rustic temple, and reservoir, and 
fountain and urn here had their crowaing. 
Oak and yew and hazel put forth their rich- 
est foliage. There was no life more diligent, 
no soul more ingenious than that of Shen- 
stone. and all that diligence and genius he 
brought to the adornment of that one treas- 
ured spot. He gave three hundred pounds for 
++: he cold it for seventeen thousand. And yet 
I am to tell you today of a richer garden than 
any I have mentioned. 
it is the garden spoken of in my toxt, the 
garden of the church, which belongs to Christ, 
for my text says so. He bought it, He planted 
it, He owns it, and He shall have it. Walter 
Scott in his outlay at Abbotsford, ruined his 
fortune; and now, in the crimson flowers of 
those gardens, you can almost think or imag- 
ine that you see the blood of that old man’s 
broken heart. The payment of the last one 
hundred thousand pounds sacrificedhim. Bat 
I have to tell you that Christ’s life and Christ’s 
death were the outlay of this ‘beautifal garden 
of the church, of which my text speaks. Oh, 
how many sighs, and tears, and pangs, and 
agonies! Tell me, ye women whosaw Him 
bane! Tell me, ye executioners who lifted 
Him and let Him down! Tell me, thou sun 
that didst hide; ye rocks that fell! ‘Christ 
loved the church and gave himself forit.” If 
the garden of the church belongs to Christ, 
certainly he has aright to walkinit. Come, 
then, O blessed Jesus! today; walk up and 
down these aisles, and pluck what thou wilt of 
sweetnees for thyself! 

The Church,in my text, is appropriately 
compared to a garden, because it is a place of 
choice flowers, of select fruits, and of thorough 
irrigation. 

That would be a strange garden in which 
there were no flowers. If nowhere else they 
would be along the borders or at the gateway. 
The homeliest taste will dictate something, if 
it be the old-fashioned hollyhock, or dahlia, 
or daffodil; but if there be larger means, then 
you will find the Mexican cactus, and blazing 
azalea, and clustering oleander. Well, now, 
Christ comes to His garden and He plants 
there some of the brightest spirits that ever 
flowered upon the world. Someof them are 
violets, uncopspicuous but sweet as heaven. 
You bave to search and find them, You do 
not see them very often, perhaps, but you find 
where they have been by the brightened face 
of ihe invalid, and the sprig of geranium on the 
stand,and the new window curtains keep- 
ing out the glow ofthe sunlight. They are, 
perbaps, more Jike the ranunculus, creeping 
sweetly along amid the thorns and briars of 
life, giving kiss for sting; and many a man 
who bas had in his way some great black rock 
oftrouble, has found that they have covered 
it all over with flowery jessamine running in 
and out amid the crevices. These flowers in 
Christ's garden are not like the sunflower 
gaudy in the light, but wherever darkness 
hovers over asoul that needs to be comforted, 
there they stand, night-blooming cereuses. 
But in Christ’s garden there are plants that 
may be better compared tothe Mexican cac- 
tus~-thorns without, loveliness within; men 


with sharp points of character. They wound 
almost everyone that touches them. 
They are hard to handle. 
Men pronounce them nothing 


butthorns, but Christ loves them, notwith- 
Blanding all their sharpnesses. Many a man 
bas bad a very hard ground to caltivate, and 
it has only been through severe trial he has 
raised cven the smallest scrap of grace. A 
very barsh minister was talking to a very

text. If you see a century plant your 6 7n0- 
tions are started. You say: ‘Why, this flower 
has been a hundred years gathoring up for one 
bloom, and it willbea hundred years more 
before other petals will come out.” Bat I have 
to tell yeu of a plant that was gathering u 
from all eternity, and that nineteen hua 
foot ago put forth ite bloom never to wither. 

t is the on-plant of! the cross! Prophets 
foretold it; Bethlehem shepherds looked upon 
it in the bud; the rocks shook at its bursting, 
and the dead upin their winding sheets 
to see ita full bloom. It is a crimson flower— 
blood at the roots, blood on the branches, 
blood on all the leaves. Its perfume is to fill 
all the nations. Its breath is heaven. Oome, 
O winds from the north, and winds from the 
south, and winds from the east, and winds 
from the west, and bear to all the earth the 
sweet-smelling savor of Christ, my Lord! 

“His worth if all the nations knew 
Bure the whole earth would love him too.”’ 


Again: thechurch may be appropriately 
compared toa garden, because it is a place of 
select fruits. would be a strange garden 
which had in it no berries, no plams, or 
peaches, or apricots. The coarser fruits are 
planted in the orchard or thoy are set out on 
the sunny hillside; but-the choicest fruits 
are = in the garden. So in the world out- 
side the church, Christ has planted a great 


many beautiful —patience, charity, gen- 


erosity, in ; but he intends the choicest 
fruits to be in the garden, and if they are not 
there, then shame on the church, 
Religion is not a mere flowering 
sentimentality. It is a practical, life- 


giving, healthful frait—not posies, but apples. 
‘O,” says somebody, “I don’t see what your 
den of the church has yielded.” Where 
id your asylums come from, and your hospi- 
als and your institutions of xwercy? Christ 
lanted every one of them. He planted them 
in his garden. When Christ gave sight to 
Bartimeus he laid the corner stone of every 
blind asylum that has ever been built. When 
Christ soothed the demoniac of Gallilee He 
laid the corner stone of every lunatic asylum 
that has ever been established. When Christ 
said to the sick man, “Takeup thy bed and 
walk,” he laid the corner stone of every hospi- 
tal the world has ever seen. When Christ 
said: “I was in prison and ye visited Me,” 
he laid the corner stone of every prison reform 
association that has ever been formed, The 
church of Christ is a glorious garden, and is 
full of fruit. 


I know there is some poor fruit in it. I know 
that thera are some weeds that ought to be 
thrown over the fence. I know that there 
are come crab- apple trees that ought to be cut 
down. I knowthereare some wild - grapes 
that ought to be uprooted; but are you going 
to destroy the whole garden because of a little 
gparied fruit? You will find worm-eaten 
leaves in Fontainebleau, and insects that sting 
in the fairy groves of the Champs-Elysees. 
You éo not tear down and destroy the who>ie 
garden because there are a few specimens of 
gvarled fruit. Iadmit there are men and 
women inthe church who ought not to be 
there; but let us bejustas frank and admit 
the fact thatthere are hundreds and thous- 
ands and tens ofthousands of glorious Chris- 
tian men and women—holy, blessed, useful, 
consecrated, and triumphant. There is no 
grander collection in allthe earth than the 
collection of Christians. There are Christian 
men inthis house whose religion is not a 
matter of psalm singing and church going. 
Tomorrow morning that religion will keep 
them just as consistent and consecrated in their 
worldly occupation, as itever kept them at 
the communion table. There area women 
here today of a highertype of character than 
Mary of Bethany. They not only sit at the 
feet of Christ, but they go out into the kitchen 
to help Marthain her work, that she may 
sit there too.There is a woman whofhas a drun- 
ken husband,who has exhibited morejfaith and 
a and courage than Ridley in the fire. 
© was consumed in twenty minutes. Her’s 
has been a twenty years’ martyrdom. Yon- 
der isa man who has been fifteen years on his 
back, unable even to feed himself, yet calm 
and peaceful as though he lay on one of the 
green banks of heaven, watching the oarsmen 
dip their paddles in the crystal river. 
Why, it seems to me this momen 
as if St. Paul threw to usa pomologist’s cata 
logue of the fruits growing in this great garden 
of Christ—love, joy, peace, patience, charity, 
brotherly kindness, gentleness, mercy, glori- 
ous fruit, enough to fill all the baskets of earth 
and heaven. 


I have not told you of the better tree in this 
garden and of the better fruit. It was planted 
just outside Jerusalem a good while ago. When 
that tree was plated, it Was so split, and 
bruised, and barked, men said nothing would 
ever grow upon it; but no sooner had that tree 
been planted than it budded, and blossomed, 
and fruited, and the soldiers’ spears were only 
the clubs that struck down that fruit, and it 
fell into the lap of the nations, and men began 
to pick it up and eat it; and they found in it an 
antidote to all thirst, toall poisou, to all sin, to 
all death—the smallest cluster larger than the 
famous one of Eshcol, which two men carried 
on a staff between them. If the one apple in 
Eden killed the race, this one cluster of mercy 
shall restore it. 


Again: The church in my text is appropri- 
ately called a garden, because itis thoroughly 
irrigated. Nogarden could prosper long with- 
out plenty of water. I have seen a garden in 
the midst of a desert, yet blooming and luxu- 
riant. All around was dearth and barrenness; 
but there were pipes, aqueducts, reaching from 
this garden up to the mountains, ani through 
those aqueducts the water came streaming down 
and tossing up into beautiful fountains, until 
every root and leaf and flower were saturated. 
That is like the church. The church is a gar- 
den in the midst of a great desert of sin aud 
suffering; but it is well irrigated, for “our eyes 
are unto the hills from whence cometh our 
help.” From the mountains of God’s strength 
there flow down rivers of gladness. “There is 
a river the stream whereof shall make glad 
tne city of our God.” Preaching the gospel is 
one of these agueducts. The Bible is another. 
Baptirm and the Lord’s supper are aqueducts. 
Water to slake the thirst, water to wash the un- 
clean, water tossed high up in the light of the 
sun of righteousness, showing usthe rainbow 
around the throne, O, was there ever a gar- 
den so thoroughly irrigated? You know that 
the beauty of Versailles and Chatsworth de- 
pends very much upon the great supply of wa- 
ter. I cameto the latter place, Chatsworth, 
one Gay when strangers are not to be admitted; 
but by an inducement which always seemed as 
applicable to an Englishman as an American, I 
got in, and then the gardener went far up 
above the stairs of stone and turned on the 
water, I saw it gleaming on the dry pave- 
ment, coming down from step to step 
until it came so near I could hear 
the musical rush, and all over 
the high, broad stairs it came foaming, flash- 
ing, roaring down, until sunlight and wave in 
glieesome wrestle tumbled at my feet. So it is 
with the church of God. Everything comes 
from above; pardon from above, joy from 
above, adoption from above, sanctification 
from above, O, that now God would turn on 
the waters of salvation, that they might flew 
down through this heritage, and that today 
we might find this very place to be “Elim, 
with twelve wells of water and three score 
and ten palm-trees!”’ 

Hark! I hear the latch of the garden gate, 
and I look to see who is coming, I hear the 
voice of Corist: “I am come into my garden.” 
I say: “Come in, O Jesus! we have n wait- 
ing for thee: walk all h the paths. 
Look at the flowers; look at the fruit; plack 
that which Thou wilt for Thyself.” Jesus 
comes into the garden and up to that old man, 
end touches him, and says: “Almost hom 
fafher, not many more aches for thee; I wil 
never leave thee; take courage a little longer 
and I will steady thy tottering steps, at I 
will scothe thy troubles and give thee rest. 
Courage, old man.” Then Christ goes up 
another garden path, and he comes to a soul 
in trouble and says: ‘Peace! all is well, I have 
seen thy tears. I have heard thy prayer. 
The sun ghall not smite thee by day nor the 
moon by night. The Lord shall preserve thee 
from ell evil. He will preserve thy soul. 
Courage, O troubled spirit!” Then | see Jgsus 
going up another garden path, aad I see great 
excitement among the leaves, and I hasten up 
that garden path to see what Jesus is doing 
there, and lo! he is breaking off flowers, sharp 
and clean from the stem, and I say: ‘Stop 

kill those beautiful 
and says; 


“T have come into my garden to firner 
lilies, and I mean to take these up to a higher 
terrace, for the garden around my and 
there I will plant them; and in land 
in better wir they shall put forth brighter 
leaves and sweeter redolence, and no frost 
shall touch them forever.” And I looked up 
into his face and said: “Well, it is His gar- 
den and He hasa right to do what He will 
with it. Thy will be done!”—the hardest 
prayer a man ever é. 

It hasecemed as if Jesus Christ took the 
best; from many of your households the best 
one is gone. You know that she was too good 
for this world; she was the gentlest in her 
ways, the d in her affections; and when 
at last the ness came you had no faith in 
medicines, You knew that the hour of part- 
ing had come, and when, through the rich 
epee of the Lord Jesus Christ, you surrea- 

ered that treasure, you said: “Lord Jesus, 
tske it—it is the best we have; take 
it. Thou art worthy!” The others in the 
household may have been of grosser mould. 
She was of the finest. One day a man was 
taking me from the depot to a village. He was 
very rough and coarse, and very blasphem- 
ous; but a awhile he mellowed down as he 
began to talk of his little son whom he had 
lost. “Oh, sir,” he said, “that boy was differ- 
ent from the rest of us. He never used any 
bad language; no, sir, I never heard him use 
a bad word in my life. He used to say his 

rayers, and we laughed at him; but he would 

eep on saying his prayers, and I often 
thought: ‘I can’t keep that child,’ and I said 
to my wife, ‘Mother, we can’t keep that 
child.’ But, sir, the day he was drowned,and 
they brought him in and laid him down on 
the carpet, so white and so beautiful, my 
amd broke, sir, I knew we couldn’t keep 

The heaven of your little ones will not be 
fairly begun until you get there, All the 
Kindnesses shown them by immortals will 
not make them forget you. There they are, 
the radiant throngs that wentout from your 
homes. I throw a kiss to the sweet darlings.

I notice that the fine gardens sometimes 
have high fences around them,and I cannot 
getin. Itisso with a king’s garden. The 
only glimpse you ever get of such a garden is 
when the king rides out in his splendid 
carriage. Itis not so with this garden, this 
king’s garden. I throw wide open 
the gate and tell you all to 
come in. No monopoly in 
religion. Whosoever will, may. Choose now 
between a desert and a garden, Many of you 
bave tried the garden of this world’s delight. 
You have found it has been achagrin. 
was with Theodore Hook. He made all the 
world laugh. He makes us laugh now when 
we read his poems; but he could not make his 
own heart laugh. While in the midst of his 
festivities he confronted a looking glass and 
he saw bimself, and said: “There, that is 
true. Ilook justasI am; done upin body, 
mind and purse.” So it was of Shenstone, of 
whose garden I told you at the beginning of 
He sat down amid those bowers 
‘“T have lost my road to happiness. 
I am angry and envious and frantic, and de- 
spise everything around me just as it becomes 
amadman to do.” O, ye weary souls! come 
into Christ’s garden to-day and -pluck a little 
heartsease. Christ is the only rest and the 
only pardon for a perturbed spirit. Do you 
not think your chance has almost 
come? You men and women who have 
been waiting year after year for some 
good opportunity in which to accept Christ, 
but have postponed it, five, ten, twenty, thir- 
ty years—do you not feel as if now your hour 
of deliverance and pardon and salvation had 
come? O, man, what grudge’ hast thou 
against thy poor soul that thou wilt not let 
it be saved? I feel asif salvation must come 
today in some of your hearts. 

Some years ago a vessel struck on the rocks. 
They had only one lifeboat. In that lifeboat 
the passengers and crew were getting ashore. 
The vessel had foundered and was — 
deeper and deeper, and that one boat coul 
not take the passengers very swiftly. A lit- 
tle girl stood on the deck waiting for her 
turn to get into the boat. The boat came and 
went, came and went, but her turn did not 
seem tocome. After awhile she could wait 
no longer, and she leaped on the taffrail and 
then sprang into the sea, cryiug to the boat- 
man: “Save me next! Save me next!” 0O, 
how many have gone ashore into God’s mercy, 
end yet you are clinging to the wreck of sin! 
Others have accepted the pardon of Christ, 
but you are in peril. Why not, this moment, 
make a rush for your immortal rescue, crying 
until Jesus shall hear you, and heaven and 
earth ring with thecry: “Save me next! 
Save me next!” Nowisthe day of salvation! 
Now! Now! 

This sabbath is the last forsome of you. It 
is about to sail away for ever. Her bell tolls. 
The planks thunder back im the gangway. 
She shoves off. She floats out towards the 
great ocean of eternity. Wave farewell to 
your last chance for heaven. “Oh, Jerusa- 
lem, how often would I have gathered there as 
a ben gathereth her brood under her wings, 
and ye would not? Behold your house is left 
unto you desolate.” Invited to revel ina gar- 
den you die in a desert. May God Almighty, 
before it is too late, break that infatuation.

He held and still holds 
a large amount of Pan-Electric shares, the 
value of which is purely speculative, and 
for which be paid nothing. That he is an 
innocent holder of these speculative shares

A special correspondent of the New York 
Commercial Advertiser, who has spent six 
months in Virginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama and Tennessee, has made 
a remarkably imteresting report. 

To begin with, this correspondent puts 
down the transit of travelers as a consider-. 
able item in the revenue of the south. fjnr- 
ing five or six months of the Yet crowds of 


Florida and 
the lines of the through routes 

pnts have their hands full in serv- 
ing, feeding and transporting the tourists. 
During the past winter more than 200,000 
persons passed through the city of Jaekson- 
ville, Fla. In the wake of this tide of travel 
follows a big traffic. Food, clothing and 
furniture have to be shipped in immense 
quantities to supply these winter sojourners 
in the south. 

The tobacco industry in Virginia, North 
Carolina and Tennessee, strikes the northern 
traveler as a big thing, and it shows no in- 
dications of diminishing. Rapid transporta- 
tion is revolutionizing the market garden- 
ing and fruit business. The seaboard of 
Virginia and North*Carolina now finds suc- 
céesful competitors in southern Georgia and 
northern Florida, whose products can now 
reach New York and Philadelphia tables in 
forty-eight hours. North Carolina is slowly 
losing her grip on turpentine, tar and rosin, 
but Sonth Carolina and Georgia are doing 
splendidly in this line. The timber supply 
is another great resource. The finer hard 
woods will not long be able to withstand the 
onslaught of the saw mill brigade. Fall 
_ Figged vessels from all parts of the world 
crowd the harbors of Brunswick and Pensa- 
cola to seek the matchless eighty foot timber 
shipped from those ports. Northern and for- 
eign capitalists have their eyes on the south- 
ern forests, and every now and then we hear 
of vast tracts of timbered land being scooped 
in by syndicates or speculators. 

In Alabama and Georgia the strong yellow 
and red clays of the cotton districts are be- 
ing washed away, and the farmers are 
slow in stopping the mischief. Debt 
causes the almost exclusive culture of 
cotton. The inexorable demand of 
the creditor class for prompt returns nat- 
nrally drives the debtor class imto the pro- 
duction of a ‘‘money crop.’’ Still, there is 
a steady movement in the direction of diver- 
sified farming. 

The great coal and iron industries and 
other manufactures are on a boom that can- 
not be checked. One great attzaction in 
connection with the development of -south- 
ern resources is the absence of the irritating 
and dangerous features of the labor problem

These figures show an increase for the first six 
months of 1886 over the same time 1885 of $27.000,- 
000 in capital and capital stock. The industrial 
activity in the south during the last six months, 
as indicated by these statistics, has been far 
greater than during the corresponding period last 
year. In fact, the South has, we ‘believe, made 
more solid and snbstantial industrial progress 
since January 1, 1886, than ever before in the same 
length of time, the new industries established 
showing a wider diversity and a larger number of 
very extensive and costly enterprises than in the 
past. 


It would be interesting to note all the 
special features in this report, but our space 
will not admit ofit. In the matter of mar- 
ble alone, it is stated that one Georgia com- 
pany has decided to spend $200,000 in 
enlarging its operations. Of course the 
iron interests in north Alabama and Ten- 
nessee appear to overshadow everything else 
on account of the large blocks of capital 
invested, but there is a steady growth of 
enterprises embracing pig iron furnaces, 
foundzies, machine shops, steel works, cotton 
and woolen mills, cotton seed oil mills, cot- 
ton compresses, fruit canning facto- 
ries, carriage and wagon factories, agri- 
cultural implement factories, flour mills, 
grist mills, saw mills, planing mills, sash, 
door and blind factories, shuttle factories, 
handle and spoke factories, barrel factories, 
shingle mills, furniture factories, tobacco 
factories, brick yards, ice factories, fertilizer 
factories, stove foundries, lime works, soap 


‘factories, tanneries, gas works, distilleries, 


potteries, electric light works, marble and 
slate quarrying companies, and companies 
to mine coal, iron ore, gold, silver, mica, 
natural gas, oil, etc. 

Our Baltimore contemporary remarks, in 
concluding its review: 

The mistake is sometimes made of suppostiig 
that because the mannfacturing and mining’ inter- 
ests of the south are increasing s0_raidly, that 
this growth must be visible in eyéry part of the 
seuth, This is not yet the case” The south is an 
immense country in n SL, and while one portion 
may be improvi ings some other part may be stand- 
ing still. Mereover, a few industries here and 
therey while not individually attracting much 


i€ntion, when aggregatedin a grand total for 


the whole south, make the magnificent showi.g 
presented to-day. Asthis industrial growth con- 
tinues to spread it will soon reach to every pari of 
tbe south, and the whole section will feel the ben- 
efits of it. 


Ifthe most enthusiastic sontherner is not 
satisfied with this bird’s-eye view of the 
progress of his section, he must be one of the 
impracticables. It seems to us that we are 
entering upon an almost ideal era of 
progress. 

The Whisky Ring in Politics. 

The Boston Herald touches a very delicate 
fact in regard to tariff legislation, when it 
Says that ‘‘the entire removal of the tax from 
tobacco and whisky would be of material ad- 
vantage to a large number of farmers and 
distillers in Virginia, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see.’’ Under ordinary cireumstances, this 
would be true, but the fact is, that the gov- 
ernment tax on whisky has built up a mo- 
nopoly in the whisky business, and this mo- 
nopoly has developed into aring with the 
power of controlling legislation, as well as 
the price of whisky, Under republican aus- 
pices, the whisky ring had full swing. 
Theugh it believes firmly in the whisky tax, 
there were periods in its career when the 
whisky ring found the whisky tax burden- 
some, and asked to be relieved of it. In be- 
half of this proposition there were lobbying, 
bull-ragging and bull-dozing, and the gov- 
ernment was asked to rob the people in be- 
half of the whisky ring. In favor of this 
proposition we find the names of all the 
free traders, Carlisle, Morrison, Beck, and 
Watterson. Morrison reported favorably 
from the ways and means committee, and 
Watterson was driven from the floor of the 
house while lobbying in favor of it. 

The scheme was scotched and killed by 
Mr. Randall, and the democratic party 
saved from the ineffable disgrace of indors- 
ing such a measure. The whisky ring still 
controlls the free traders, and itis in favor 
of free trade, because a government tax on 
whisky protects the ring in its nefarious 
traffic and throws about it the arms of the 
law. This isthe secret of Mr. Morrisoa’s 
opposition to the repeal of the infamous ex- 
cite laws—laws that invite and incite ‘the 

United States officials todo murder. “The 
free trade cry is ‘‘long live the whisky ring!’’ 
And this is the secret of Mr. ‘Merrison’s .op- 
position to the Randall bill for a systematic 
revision of the tariff in aceor@ance with “the 
suggestions of the democratic platform.

At precisely five o’clock, the body was re- 
moved from the Sunday-school building into 
thechurch proper. The honorary pall bearers 
snd the Hayne Circle formed an open line, 
through which the casket was borne into the 
eburch. Rev. E. G. Weed read a chapter from 
the Bible, and a short and appropriate prayer 
was offered by Rev. C. C. Williams, after which 
Bishop Beckwith delivered the most eloquent, 
touching and fitting eulogy and sermon ever 
heard in Augusta. He melted the andience to 
tears. Everybody was profoundly touched, 
and the great effect of the effort was 
apparent, Bishop Beckwith said that qu ali- 
ties in the character of Paul Hayne recalled 
the sweetest and best attributes in the hu- 
manitarian side of our Savior. The bishep 
had been most intimately acquainted with 
him for years, and had himself confirmed him 
in the church. He had always been pro- 
fonndly impressed with the beauty of the 
poet’s character, and had known him to pos- 
sess qualities of human divine character, 
which impressed everyone with whom he 
came in contact. A combination of man- 
Jiness and womanness, of the high- 
est order of courage, resolute 
in conviction, adhesive to duty 
loyal to coyutry and people, anda chivalry 
both natural and hereditary, politeness and 
every attribute of the perfect gentleman and 
honorable man. ‘The eloquent bishop paid 
especiz] tribute to Mr. Hayne as a ropresenta- 
tive of true southern poesy, and especially 
spoke of the silent singers, beautifn! religious 
and moral character, and domestic chivalry, 
and his devotion to Christianity, embracing 
the whole Christian idea of religion. This 
tribute by the reverend bishop was unspeak-

Lone Brancu, July 10.—General Beale is 
visiting the Grants at their cottage at this 
place, Last Sumday [ heard the general give 
an interesting account of his once fighting off 
an attack of hydrophobia, It is the first case 
I have ever heard of a man’s being able by 
mere will power to throw off this formidable 
and terrible disease. The general apparently 
believes that bydrophobia is but a creation’to 
a certain extent of the imagination. Whenhe 
was & young man he was surveyor-general in 
southern California. During his residence

the foundation for his present fortane. His fa-

The. general said one day when a wolf came 
toward him the lance, with which he could 
easily keep off aud destroy any wolf making 
an ordinary attack, broke, As lance breke 
he started to kiek the wolf under the jaw’ 
His foot missed its aim, and instead was caught 
in the wolf’s mouth. The. wolf ‘bit elear 
through his moccasin and wounded him se- 
verely. So grim was the grip of the wolf that 
he did not even release his hold when killed. 
The muscles a his jaws had to be cut 
before his teeth could berelaxed from this 
terrible grip. Whenthe general returned to 
camp, as be was alone during this experience, 
he was met bya cheerful companion, who told 
him that the bite of an enraged wolf was cer- 
tain to produce hydrophobia. The wolf was 
undoubtedly ina condition to communicate 
the rabies, as he had been worried to a great 
extent by the dogs before he attacked the gen- 
eral. General Beale says that he did not have 
any opportunity of cauterizing the wounds, 
and had attached no particular importance te 
the bite until he returned tocamp. 

He said after that there was Canile a day 
passed but that his companion referred to 
cases Of hydrophobia arising from wolf bites. 
The result of this continued talk upon the 
subject was to produce a great depression in 
General Beale’s mind, Within a short time 
he began to feel symptoms of an approachinz 
attack of hydrophobia. He had the most-ex- 
traordinary aversion to water. It was with 
difficulty that he could swallow. A swelling 
came in his throat which threatened to close 
it whenever he sought todrink. It was only 
by an extraordinary effort of the will that he 
could force himself toswallow. One day the 
ge neral said- to himself that unless he com- 

ated this growing feeling he felt certain he 
would have an attack of hydrophobia, So one 
morning he walked deliberately to a spring 
and thrust his head into the water. He said 
as he approached his head to the water he felt 
the most intense desire to jumpand scream 
and run away from it. But heheld himself 
right there and moved his head up and down 
in the water until he conquered this impulse 
and theaversion, He followed up this prac- 
tice until he felt the swelling inthe throat 
going down and his aversion to water lessen- 
ing. He felt that he was getting control and 
this encouraged him. In a short time all 
symptoms of the disease had disappeared. The 

eneral wasfirmly convinced that if he had 
or one moment relaxed his will power during 
that trying time he would have passed directly 
into a fit of ‘tthe wildest kind of hydrophobia. 
He has never suffered from .the bite ofthe 
wolf since that time, although it occurred over 
twenty: five yearsago. 

It is a singular fact in this connection that 
another member of his family who has been 
bitten by a dog, which was undeniably mad, 
had also escaped*hydrophobia. His daughter 
Mary married a distinguished Russian, a mem- 
ber of the diplomatic service of his native 
country. Several years ago they were living 
in Paris. The husband was connected with 
the Russian legation. General Beale’s'daugh- 
ter had at that time a stag-hound of unusual 
size and purity of breed. It was very docile 
and her favorite companion. He nearly al- 
ways went out with her, One day the dog 
disappeared. As he was a great pet and a dog 
of unusual value they advertised for him and 
sought through the police to recover him. One 
night when the Russian diplomatand his wife 
were seated about an open fire in theirfj salon 
after returning from the opera there was a 
knock at the door. This was so unusual at 
this late hour ofthe night that the Russian 
went himself to answer the knock, As the 
door opened, two men entered, having the 
lost dog attached to a stout stick, which held 
him between them, but yet kept them at asafe 
distance. General Beale’s son-in-law was de- 
lighted to see the dog again. The dog’s mis- 
tress was specially pleased. The dog, how- 
ever, showed no sign of pleasure or recogni- 
tion. He went over into an opposite corner 
and would not pay any attention to their 
calls. They thought that he might ‘feel 
strange, and so paid no further atten- 
tion tohim. Suddenly, without even a bark 
of warning, this great dog sprangand bit his 
mistress right through the upper lip and then 
on her cheek before her hushand could reach 
thestout collar which still encircled the dog’s 
neck. The Russian succeeded in half a mo- 
ment in dragging the dog off from his mistress 
end then he had a terrific fight with the infa- 
tria‘ed animal, If he had not been very mus- 
cular he would not have suceeeded in subdu- 
ing him. Hesucceeded finally in dragging 
him inte a bathroom and locking him up, but 
not until his right arm was bitten and torn 
from shoulder to wrist. 

The scene that followed is dramatic enough 
for the most sensational of plays. The mo- 
ment the door was locked the Russian re- 
turned. He glanced quickly at the fireplace, 
where be saw the poker was imbedded in the 
coals and was forunately nearly at a white 
heat. Hedrew it at once from its bed and 
said to his wife: “The dog is mad. This is 
our only chance to escape a@ horrible death. 
These wounds must be cauterized at once.” 
The brave American wife never flinched. 
With the courage of her soldier father she 
enubmitted to _e the flaming iron burn most 
cruelly the flesh of her fair face. A 
moment’s delay upon her part or cow- 
ardice would have made the operation upon 
her husband’s arm useless. The moment 
after cauterizing her wounds the Russian 
turned to his own arm and thoroughly burned 
every break made in his flesh by the dog. 
After this had been done as completely as it 
was possible they sent for the surgeon of the 
Russian legation: He was one of the finest 
surgeonsin Europe. Hecame and examined 
them. He broyght hisirons to perform the 
operation of cauterizing, but he said after he 
came that he had nothing to do. The young 
Russian diplomat had performed the work as 
wellas if he had been a skillful surgeon. 
The surgeon also added that there was no 
danger. 

The dog was undoubtedly mad. It tore 
everything to pieces in the room where it was 
confined and died in horrible agony. General 
Beale says that neither his daughter nor her 
husband have ever felt the slightest symptoms 
of trouble resulting from the accident. He 
saysthat his daughter determined from tho 
first that she would not allow her mind to 
dwell upon it. She remembered how her 
father had courageously fought off hydropho- 
bia, and she was fully resol ved that no mental: 
disturbance or worry u her part should 
throw open the gate to Bes oye of this 
terrible; digease. General e 4id not mean 
tosay that there was no such thing as real 
bydrophobia upon the part of human beings, 
but he sincerely believes that in the majority 
of cases it results largely from fright and 
mental depression.

Private drinking, which is still 
in private hands, must be settled by each man for 
himself, The:preacher pleaded fon sanitary and 
humane ground for the reduction of such drinking 
as much as possible.

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A Leaf fromthe Life of a Hoo- 
sier Politician.

Up to the close of the presidential election 
of 1884, I was a happy, contented man. I was 
a democrat. I wasalso a warm partisan, I 
took active part in every campaign. 

I was in the thickest of the fight as soon as 
the issues were joined, I was potent in every 
caucus, at the front in every canvass—I led the 
boys! I organized the clubs, roused the en- 
thusiasm; I flatter myself that I did much to 
turn the tide in a strong republican county, 
the other way.

“What maggot has Tom Waldren got into 
his head any how?” one democrat would ask 
of the other.

“Well, let him be a mule if he wants to; I 
reck’n we can get along without him. Phil 
Sanders has got to get out of that postoffice as 
soon as Cleveland’s inaugurated.” 

“You bet, he has!” 

This was the sentiment of the party. I heard 
it all, felt the inconsistency of my action, but 
held firm in my purpose. 

I quietly went in person to a few of the state 
leaders and made a request of them to help me 
in keeping Phil Sanders in his office until the 
close of his§term, which was not half out. 
They had long known me as the wheel-horse 
of my party in the county, and they readily 
gave me their promise, and sacredly kept it. 

There was a time in our town for the next 
six months, but Phil Sanders held his office, 
and, likewise, he kept pouring hot shot into us 
with unrelenting animosity, ri 

Our .eoule cot so_indign that they could 


or “ecarce contain themselves. They talked, swore, 


blustered, threatened; wrote letters to con- 
gressmen; sent representatives to Washington; 
held meetings and resoluted—fairly boiled 
over with wrath. 

I kept out of the muss, and was the worst 
abused man in the state. The infuriated, dis- 
appointed petitioner for the postoffice, with 
bis persona! friends, finally go to calling mea 
mugwump, a traitor, and I, who had done so 
much for the party, who was known to be the 
very soul of the home organization, became at 
last an outcast from it. 

Well, ever since that presidential election I 
— been an avhappy man—have lost the con- 

dence of my fellow democrats, and do not 
even retain the respect of my republican ene- 
mies.. My business has dwindled to a low ebb, 
and my influence with the boys is among the 
things of the past. 

Yet there is one consolation left me. I did 
my duty according to my lights. Were it to 
co over again, I should hold myself bound to 
omg & that “offensive partisan,” Phil Sanders, 
in the post office. The speculation as to the 
cause of my action in this matter is rife as ever, 
and, until this hour, I have never given the 
least sign that would indicate that cause.

“The Sunday schools generally take one day 
in the woods,” replied the physician, ‘but one 
day isnotenongh, andthere are not many 
poor children fin the Sunday schools.

Thé Negroes Wrestle With a Funny Notion 
About Prohibition, 


About thedoors of their churches yester- 
day morning the negroes held animated dis- 
cussions relative the sale of liquor at the Kim- 
ball house and the Big Bonanza. A new phase 
ofthe prohibition question was presented. 
Some of them insisted that prohibition was a 
trickito deny them a right which white 
men may still enjoy. 

In front of the Loyd strest Methodist 
church, a very black negro, evidently anxious 
to exhibit his abilities as a stamp speaker, 
said: 
“Plenty of you negroes voted for prohibition 
because your preacbers told you it was the 
right thing to do, It was ‘wetordry’ when 
the chip was up,and it camedown ‘dry.’ 
First of July all 

T HE SALOONS WERE CLOSED, 

and things looked allright. But they were 
all wrong. Soon as the places where negroes 
could buy liquor were closed, the Kimball 
house and the Big Bonanza opened “= 
white gentlemen only. have n 
shut out; white Sgentliemen [can bay as much 
liquor as they want. That’s what negroes get 
by following their preachers.” 

Baby ov restored could not have equallei the 
confusion of voices that followed the stump 
speaker's charge. Some agreed with him, 
while others indignantly denied that prohibi- 
tion was intended to prevent the negroes from 
buying liquor while white men might buy as 
much as they pleased. 

Later in the day, the question was hotly ar- 
gued all over the city. Many negroes loud- 
ly arnounced their belief in a 
trick, and some declared that 

THEY WOULD CONSULT LAWYERS 
early today with a view to obtaining redress 
Negroes are curious animals, and easily be- 
come seized with the wildest notions. Today, 
therefore, the lawyers may expect a large in- 
crease of sable clients. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter asked a negro 
who was partibularly bitter in his denuncia- 
tion of the ‘‘trick,” why he thought one had 
been played. 

“T don’t think anything about it, I know 
the negroes have been tricked,” he replied. 
“TI know they can’t buy liquor and I know 
white mencan. I ain’t going to have wv 
civil rights imposed on, and, if there’s any law 
in Atlanta I’m going to have my liquor as 
long as a white man can have his, Prohibi- 
tion’s a put up job by the democrats and these 
high bat negro preachers.”
